Wurtemberg Jewelry Manufacturers 
and the American Market. 


WasHincton, D. C., June 24.—Consul 
Ozmun, at Stuttgart, has sent an interesting 
report to the State Department on trade 
conditions in Wurtemberg. Touching jew 
elry, he says the manufacturers of jewelry 
in that district have only recently begun t« 
turn their attention to the United States 
as a field of export, although the neighbor 
ing country of Baden has for many years 
sold largely not only in the United States, 
but also to Porto Rico and Cuba. 

About six months ago, a large manufac 
turer of jewelry in that district sent a 
member of the firm to the United States to 
study the market. He took along with him 
a fine line of samples and succeeded in sell- 
ing about $6,000 worth of goods. He con- 
siders these sales as merely sample orders 
and expects to do a very satisfactory busi 
ness in the near future. The firm has come 
to the conclusion that there is no market in 
the United States for cheap German jew 
elry, as the manufacturers here have better 
machinery; but on the other hand, it be 
lieves that the American manufacturer of 
jewelry cannot compete with the European 
in the markets of Europe. This firm ex 
pects to sell the finer grades in the United 
States, and realizes that it can be successful 
only by closely studying American tastes 
and conforming to American ways of doing 
business. 


Knickerbocker Jewelry Co. of New York 
Absorbs Two Pittsburgh Stores. 


PitrspurGH, Pa., June 27.—The store 
of the Pittsburgh Jewelry Co., 443 Smith 
field St., and the store of the People’s 
Jewelry Co., 976 Liberty St., will be turned 
over July 1 to the Knickerbocker Jewelry 
Co. of New York, of which Lewis J 
Seleznick, of the Pittsburgh Jewelry Co.., 
is the president and treasurer. An inventory

United States Trade in the Philippines 
During the Year 1902. 


WasHINGTON, D. C., June 26.—The 
future importance of the Philippines as a 
base for commercial operations in the 
Orient, is a matter that has received the 
attention of many large interests in touch 
with the splendid opportunities offered by 
the far eastern trade, because of the advan- 
tageous position which these islands occupy 
with relation to the British East Indies, 
China, Japan, and other countries of lesser 
iniportance and located within a compara 
tively small radius, the combined popula- 
tion of which approximates one-half of the 
people of the world, and having trade rela- 
tions to the value of nearly $2,000,000,000 
annually. The outgoing trade from the 
islands during the past year has _in- 
creased to nearly $29,000,000, the largest 
exports since the American control, and 
with the exception of the returns for the 
year of 1889, are the largest, so far as any 
records show, in the history of the islands 

The exports of mother-of-pearl during 
1902, amounting to $89,518, were some- 
what smaller than those for the previous 
year, when they were reported as amount- 
ing to $120,705. The Sulu Archipelago is 
one of the principal sources of supply of 
this shell, and years ago Manila was the 
great center of this trade in the Orient 

The greatest decrease in any one line of 
industry in the imports during the year 
was that of jewelry and manufactures of 
gold and silver, the returns for the two 
years being as follows:

From the above figures it will be seen 
that there has been a decrease in value of 
64 per centum. The bulk of these goods 
came from France and consist, to a great 
extent, of cheap jewelry, the purchase of 
which has naturally slackened owing to the 
scarcity of food supplies and the diversion 
of funds in that direction. 

The imports of art works, paintings and 
statuary during the past year amounted to 
$773, as against $2,834 in 1901, the United 
States, Germany and Spain being the larg- 
est contributors. 

The importations of clocks and watches 
during the year show a very material in- 
crease, the value being reported at $19,887, 
whereas in 1901 it was $14,673. During 
the year the largest importations were 
from the United States, there being an in- 
crease from a value of $1,612 in 1901 to 
$5,040 last year. The contributions from 
the United Kingdom showed an increase 
from $650 to $2,355, and those from Ger- 
many from $1,561 to $3,703. A decrease 
is shown in the returns covering these im- 
portations emanating from France from 
$2,740 to $1,438; while Spain, who reported 
a value of $1,299 in 1901, has nothing to 
show to her credit in 1902. Italy and the 
Netherlands show $45 and $17 each re- 
spectively, and were not represented at all 
in 1901. There is a decrease in the im- 
portations from Switzerland from $2,682 in 
1901 to $702 in 1902; China shows an in- 
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crease from $597 to $1,109, and Hong- 
kong from $831 to $2,009; Japan from 
¢? 635 to $3,107, and the British East In- 
dies from $66 to $362. 

In calling attention to the reported sta- 
tistics from Hongkong it is well to remem- 
ber that a great many goods reported as 
being imported from that point are, as a 
matter of fact, shipped there from other 
countries, and are there re-shipped for the 
Philippines; still Hongkong gets the credit 
for all shipments, and is to a great extent 
misleading. 

The imports of clocks and watches show 
an increase from $110,583 to $138,858, the 
largest increases being the United States, 
which in 1901 sent $48,131 and in 1902 $68,- 
863, and those from Switzerland, which 
showed an increase for the two years from 
$5,688 to $21,630. The other shipments re- 
ceived were from the following sources: 
United Kingdom, $465; Germany, $380; 
France, $37,881, a decrease from $43,128 for 
the year previous; Spain, $596; Belgium, 
$106; China, $230; Hongkong, $7,211; Ja 
pan, $100; British East Indies, $1,396. 

The total imports of table cutlery 
amounted to a value of $12,917, as com- 
pared with $13,493 in 1901. Of this the 
United States contributes a very inconsid- 
erable share, the value for the past year 
being only 120. The major part of these 
importations are received from Germany, 
which stands credited with a value of 
$9,348, and an increase from $7,966 for 1901. 

The total value of the imports of jew- 
elry during the year were divided between 
the following countries: United States, 
$7,265; United Kingdom, $1,040; Germany, 
$18,334; France, $125,397; Spain, $174: 
Austria-Hungary, $1,101; Switzerland, $2,- 
527; China, $429; Hongkong, $3,885; Japan, 
$325; British East Indies, $5,064. 

The value of all other manufactures of 
gold and silver imported during the year 
was reported as being $52,292, whereas in 
1901 the value was reported as being $72,- 
460. 

A very satisfactory increase is shown in 
the value of the importations of plated 
ware, the returns for 1901 only showing a 
total value of $17,781, whereas during the 
past year it increased to $73,570. These 
imports were received during the two 
years named as follows:

Conditions for Lease of the Emerald 
Mines of the Columbian Government. 


WaSsHINGTON, D. C., June 24.—As re 
cently noted in THE CriRCULAR-WEEKLY, 
the State Department has received from 
Consul General Beaupré a copy of the con- 
ditions prescribed by the Columbian Gov 
ernment for the presentation of bids for 
the leasing of the Muzo and Cascuez em 
erald mines which are the property of this 
Government. These are to be leased to 
the highest bidder and proposals wiil be 
received up to Dec. 31, 1903 

The conditions for the lease read: 


The undersigned, to wit: Aristides Fernandez, 
Minister of the Interior, in charge of the Finance 
Department, duly authorized by His Excellency, 
the Vice-President of the Republic, in charge of 
the executive power, of the first part (who herein- 
after shall be called the Government), and N. N 
on his own behalf, or as legal representative of 

, of the second part, have entered int 
the following agreement 

Article i. The Government gives N. N. and he 
receives in lease. 

1. The group of emerald mines known by the 
names of Muzo and Coscuez, marked out by the 
following limits: The Sorquecito stream, its course 
upwards from its mouth in the Minero River, to 
the highest edge on the itoco Mountain, in the di 
rection of Inipama; the summit of this mountain 
to the point nearest the sources of the Tambrias 
stream; the Tambrias stream its course downwards 
to the mouth thereof in the Minero River, and the 
Minero River its course upwards to the mouth of 
the Sorquecito stream. 

2. The houses, implements, tools and other things 
belonging to the Government of the Republic, as 
well as the buildings, tenements or works exist 
ing on the premises 

3. The right to use, ar as it may be neces 
sary for the working of the mines herein men 
tioned, the public lands, waters, wood and other 
objects belonging to the nation which may 
found within the limits mentioned above 

Article 2. The Government shall deliver 
N., under inventory and valuation made 
appraisers, one for each party, and in cas 
greement, with the intervention of 
appointed by the appraisers themselves, 
erty referred to in the foregoing article 

N. N. shall give back to the Government all 
the objects received as set forth in the written 
statement, in the same condition as he may have 
received them, excepting wood and other articles 
referred to under heading 3 of the foregoing art 
cle, which may have been made use of for the 
working of the mines.

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New Provision for Filing Bonds. 


Text of the Amendment to the Gold and 
Silver Stamping Law of Connecticut. 
In response to the requests of a large 

number of subscribers, the text of the 
amendment to the Gold and Silver Stamp 
ng Law of Connecticut, recently approved 
by the Governor of that State, is herewith 
publisked in full. As noted in detail in 
the columns of THE CrrcULAR-WEEKLY 
when the act was introduced in the Con 
necticut Legislature, the amendment provides 
for the filing of bonds by manufacturers 
and retailers, so as to permit a dealer who 
has violated the law by selling a spurious 
article purchased by him in good faith, to 
have the proceedings against him trans 
ferred to the manufacturer. The 
ment, which is similar to certain provisions 
of the Silver Stamping Laws of New York 
goes into effect Aug. 1. It reads as fol 
lows:

CHAPTER 120.—AN ACT CONCERNING THE MANUFAC 
TURE AND SALE OF GOLD AND SILVER ARTICLES 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repri 
sentatives in General Assembly convened 
Section 1. Any manufacturer of or dealer 


ticles constructed in part of-gold or silver or any 
oy or imitation thereof, upon payment of a fe 
of $10, may file in the office. of the Secretary of 
State a bond executed by himself as principal, 
with sufficient surety, which bond shall be ap 


ar 
a 


proved by the Secretary of State, in the sum of 
$5,000, conditioned that said manufacturer or 
dealer shall not violate any of the provisions f 
Sections 1380, 1381, 1382 and 1383 of the gen 
eral statutes. 

Sec. 2 If it shall apnear to the court before 
whom any person shall be prosecuted for the viola 
tion of any of the provisions of Sections 1380, 
1381, 1382 and 1383 of the general statutes, that 


the article of merchandise concerning which the 
charge is brought was not made or altered in any 
way by the defendant, ard that it was acquired by 
him in good faith as an article of the standard of 
purity described in said sections, and without 
knowledge or information on his part to the con 
trary, said prosecution shall be dismissed and the 
defendant discharged, provided the person from 
vhom the defendant acquired the article is within 
the jurisdiction of the court or has filed the bond 
provided for in Section 1 of this act and said bond 
was in full force and effect at the time of the 
sale by said defendant and at the time of the dis 
missal of said prosecution; and provided, also, that 
said defendant shall furnish to said court an 
affidavit stating the mame, residence and place of 
business of the person from whom said article was 
acquired by the defendant and the date and cir- 
cumstances of its acquisition 

Sec. 3. Upon satisfactory proof by affidavit to 
the Attorney-General of this State of a viola 
tion by any person giving bond as provided in 
Section 1 of this act of the terms of said bond, it 
shall be the duty of said Attorney-General to de- 
clare the bond forfeited and to forthwith proceed 
on behalf of the State or Connecticut to collect 
as damages the whole of the sum specified therein 
from the parties thereto. If, however, the viola 
tion of said Sections 1380, 1381, 1382 and 1383 
by the principal in said bond occurred within the 
imits of this State, and said principal in said bond 
shall at any time before the recovery of judgment 
on such forfeiture appear before any magis 
trate or court in this State having jurisdiction, so 
that a criminal prosecution for the violation of any 
f the provisions of said Sections 1880, 1381, 1382 
ind 1383 may be commenced against him, said 
roceedings for the forfeiture and collection of

Thieves Who Robbed Express Companies 
Located at Mason City, la. 


la., June 24.—Detectives 


Adams Express Co. and 


Mason City, 
employed by the 
the American Express Co. believe they have 
located in this city the men who have for 
some time been cleverly robbing the express 
agents of diamonds and rings. 

The plan of the thieves was to order from 
some Chicago or eastern houses rings and 
diamonds to be sent to some little express 
office C. O. D., with the privilege of inspec- 
tion. The consignee would call at the ex- 
press office, look at the article, say it was 
all right, and go away to obtain money for 
it, and then he would come back, look at 
the article again and discover that he had 
not enough money to pay for it. The ring 
or diamond would then be sent back by the 
express company, and in many cases when 
received by the wholesaler would be found 
to be a cheap imitation and not the origi- 
nals sent out. 

It is believed that the thieves would in- 
spect the package to determine the charac 
ter of the article and then return with a 
substitute, which they would cleverly slip 
into the box or package instead of the origi- 





nal. Two months ago the game_ wa: 
worked at Chapin, near here, and two weeks 
ago a diamond was substituted at Bucking- | 
ham. | 
The companies recently put their detec- | 
tives to work, and the latter discovered that 
a ring pledged by a gambler at Cresco was 
one of the stolen articles. Another stone 
believed to have been stolen was found in 
the possession of a woman here, and officers 
tock it to J. H. Lepper, a jeweler of this 
city, for identification. Mr. Lepper’s de 
scription and weight of the stone tallied ex 
actly with the description and weight fur 
nished by the house that had lost it. This 
w2s a diamond which had been stolen from

Hyman Davis Convicted of Charge That 
He Defrauded His Creditors. 

In the Court of Special Sessions, New 
York, yesterday, Hyman Davis, a former 
retail jeweler, was found guilty of defraud 
ing his creditors. 

Davis began business for himself in 1892 
at 223 Madison St., having previously 
worked for Silbermann & Sulzberger. In 
1895 he moved to 90 Ludlow St. As he had 
always borne a good reputation he found 
no difficulty in securing credit. He owned 
some real estate and claimed an equity 
therein of between $4,000 and $5,000 

In January and Ferbuary of this 
Davis purchased jewelry to the amount 
of between $7,000 and $8,000, and 
March 26 he disappeared, taking with him 
his entire stock of goods and leaving in his 
store nothing but a safe and a show cas¢ 
then that before his 
departure he had transferred his real es 
tate.

pearance he came back to New York, 
through his attorneys offered a settlement of 
25 cents on the dollar.

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Test Case Argued. 


Collector’s Right to Send Diamonds to 
New York for Appraisement 
to Be Determined. 

ProvipENCE, R. I., June 27.—Briefs were 
filed in the United States Circuit Court this 
week in the case in which Bruhl Bros. & 
Co, seek an injunction against Collector of 
Customs Wilson, of the Port of Providence, 
in the dispute over the appraisal of dia- 
monds. The litigation is of interest to 
jewelers throughout the country, for it is 
really a test case, to a certain extent, of the 
right of the Government to send precious 
stones imported at places other than New 
York to that city for appraisal. 

3ruhl Bros. & Co. purchased the stones 
in Paris, and they were shipped, landed in 
New York and forwarded to the Custom 
House in this city. The officials of the lat- 
ter proposed to have them sent out of this 
district, to New York, for the purpose of 
having them appraised. The plaintiffs 
claim that injury will be done their firm 
by the delay, to say nothing of the danger 
of the diamonds being lost or stolen. The 
Collector of Customs, through the District 
Attorney, claims that he is justified in his 
act by the United States statutes. The re- 
spondents in the case are, besides the Col- 
lector, Deputy Collector George W. Gar- 
diner and Special Agent Fred W. Hentz, of 
the United States Treasury Department. 

On behalf of the complainants the argu- 
ment is made that in appraising imported 
merchandise, the Collector, if he acts as an 
appraiser, acts in a judicial capacity, and 
in making such appraisal is not subject to 
the direction of the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury. 

In the brief submitted in behalf of the 
complainants, the attorneys say, in sub- 
Stance: 

An examination of the facts as given in the 
testimony taken at the hearing in this case, shows 
that the function of appraiser was being taken 
away from the Collector by the Secretary of the 
Treasury. Collector Wilson testifies that he was 
directed to send the diamonds in this case to New 
York “for submission to trade experts.’”” He is 
unable to tell whether or not the diamonds could 
be appraised by him, the package not having yet 
been opened. 

The Collector makes no claim that he was unable 
to appraise the diamonds, nor has he asked for an 
appraiser to be sent him. He obeys unhesitatingly 
the order of the Secretary which, in effect, directs 
the appraisal to be made in New York by trade ex- 
perts, thus taking away by a special order, and not 
by any regular rule or regulation, made under 
Statutory authority, the Collector’s right to exer- 
cise the judicial function of appraisal and placing 
such function in the hands of another. 

The merchandise imported is the property of the 
importers subject only to the lien for duties, and 
it is their legal right to insist that all control of 
the goods while in the hands of the Government 
shall be by persons having the proper authority. 

If the Collector in this case can send the dia- 
monds to New York, he could also, if he deemed it 
necessary, take a carload of machinery. The 
portability of the particular package cannot aid 
in proving the principle. It would follow that 
while elaborate precautions are taken for sending 


the imports from the port of first arrival to the

It is well known that the port of Providence is 
one of the largest jewelyy centers in the world, 
and it appears by the Collector’s evidence that he 
has made no attempt to appraise the goods here. 

It is therefore submitted that the Collector is not 
acting within the statute in taking said goods out 
of his district, unless it appears that such appraisal 
cannot be made within said district. Therefore, 
he should be enjoined. 


District Attorney Wilson submitted a 
brief in behalf of the Collector and the lat- 
ter’s associates. He quoted the following 
statute in support of the contention that in 
the absence of a regular appraiser here the 
Collector was authorized to send the dia- 
monds out of his district: 


It shall be the duty of the appraisers of the 
United States and every one of them, and every 
person who shall act as such appraiser or of the 
Collector, as the case may be, by all reasonable

In so far as Par. 8 assumes or charges that the 
contemplated action of the Collector will occasion 
long delay to the complainants in obtaining said 
articles or in any other way cause them actual 
loss or damage, it is denied and rests on no proof. 

The allegation contained in Par, 9 assuming 
the danger of loss by theft or otherwise is en- 
tirely unimportant, and is an allegation forming 
no legal basis for an injunction, and in so far 
as said paragraph charges the contemplated act 
of the Collector to be unlawful, it is denied as 
a matter of law. 

The legal question raised by this proceeding is 
this: Has the Collector of the port of Providence 
a legal right to take this invoice of diamonds 
(either by himself or his special representative), 
out of his collection district for the purpose of 
submitting them to experts upon the value of 
diamonds, in order that he may be enabled t 
obtain the necessary information to fix the market 
value thereof, to the end that he may make within 
his collection district the appraisal required? 

The complainant makes no case for an injunc- 
tion tested by the well-known rules of law. * * * 

There is at present no appraiser at the port of 
Providence and has not been 1887; there- 
fore, all appraisements at said port neces- 
sarily been made by said Collector under the au- 
thority of the acts of 1842, 1851 and 1890, in con- 
junction with specific instructions of the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury set forth in the Customs 
Regulations, Article 416, 1899.

LETTERS TO THE EDITOR. 
Boston, Mass., June 15, 1903. 
Editor THe JEWELERS’ CiIRCULAR-WEEKLY: 

Your generosity in giving me the use of 
your columns to discuss the subject of “The 
Unenviable Position of the Watchmaker,” 
induces me to try again to bring that condi- 
tion to the notice of the trade in general 
and the watchmakers themselves in partic 
ular. There have not been many responses 
to the original letter, and the inference to 
me is that there is indifference on the part 
of the trade or a consciousness of their in- 
ability to pass the proposed examination. 
I hope it is indifference, because in that 
case there is a possibility that an interest in 
organization can be awakened, 

Every man who works at the bench in the 
jewelry business must know that his just 
demands will more likely be listened to, 
when he has an organization of all the 
capable workers behind him. Few employ- 
ers will pay more than they have to—that is 
business. When you apply for a position 
they say, ‘Well, I have several appli- 
cants under consideration. What wages 
do you expect?” You think of the other 
fellows after the job, then of the smallest 
sum you can possibly support your family 
on, and name a price that you hope is un 
der all the rest. 

As conditions exist the employer does 
not know what quality of workman you 
happen to be, until he has had time to 
find out, but if you held a certificate 
stamping you as having passed the $15, 
$20 or $25 examination of the proposed 
society, he would know immediately and 
judge accordingly; in fact, he could also 
advertise for the grade watchmaker he re- 
quired, 

Mr. Carnegie recently said that it was 
much more to a man’s advantage to work for 
a rich corporation thana small, impecunious 
employer, and there is great truth in the 
remark. The best jewelry houses of this 
city are naturally in the central shopping 
district, and all open and close with the 
rest of the shops, 8 A. M. to 6 P. M.; three 
months in the Summer they close at 5P. M. 
five days a week, and 1 p. Mm, Saturdays, 
and, of course, those are the hours of the 
bench workers. I can leave my place of 
employment, get home, have supper, 
change clothes, go out for a walk at 8.30 
Pp. M., and still find watchmakers at work 
in the shops of the suburb in which I re- 
side. Is that right? It is true of all the

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small towns that I have visited, 
saw any plumbers or carpenters at work, al 
though the members of these trades 
have spoken to on this point have usually 
answered, “Yes, we would work afte 
Pp. M., but the employer must pay us tim 
and a half.’ How are you watchmakers, 
working 70 to 75 hours a week, paid 
compared to the man working 5” hours 
week. [ will tell you: You work 
cent. longer and are paid, most ¢ 
25 per cent. less than the man working 
a large house. 

This mixed up state of affairs 
brought the trade of the repairer to a 
of demoralization and has led to the ev 
of price cutting on repairing, chiefly at th 
expense of the workman, by forcing him to 
rush and do cheap work, at low wages \ 
firm of contractors making a bid on a build 
ing can always reckon that the wages of 
50 carpenters, 50 masons and 50 electricians 
for a certain number of months will cost 
them just so much. Why should not this 
condition obtain in the watch repairing 
business? If an employer conducting a 
jewelry business, taking in a watch to be 
cleaned, had to calculate that his watch 
maker got paid $20 a week for 54 hours’ 
work, and would take three hours to do the 
work, making the cost to him $1.11 for 
labor, the employer would charge $2.50 for 
the job and would be doing well 

There is another way of looking at the 
question. There are six jewelry stores in 
a city, all employing watchmakers at, say, 
$15, holding certificates of the proposed 
society, certifying they are men of that 
grade. One employer thinks he would like 
to increase his repairing. Would he cut 
prices ? No, just the opposite. He would 
tell his watchmaker to “get a move on” 
and pass the examination for the $20 grade, 
because he wishes to advertise the fact he 
has the best watchmaker in town 

Now I will endeavor to speak of the 
watchmaker who does not employ help, and 
does his own work. One of the blessings 
and also one of the curses of the jewelry 
business is the ease with which a man can 
start in business for himself. A good 
workman, charging a proper price for his 
work, should and would be acceptable any 
where. Any quality of workman attempt 
ing to gain trade by cutting prices of re 
pairs and thereby disturbing the prevailing 
custom before he arrived in town, should 
be made to change his tactics, or put out of 
business. How could it be done? With a 
strong, united organization, the source of 
the price cutter’s material could be discov- 
ered and members of the society would re 
fuse to handle or use any material from that 
source until “Mr. Cutter” changed his ways, 
or the jobbers refused to sell him any more. 

I am fully aware that this is taking away 
from a man the liberty to do just as he 
pleases, but the law of the land now cur 
tails a man’s liberty to do just as he pleases 
in a thousand ways for the benefit of all. 
A man owes something to his fellow-men 
and possibly a little something more to his 
fellow-craftsmen and, now, benchworkers of 
the jewelry trade, the remedy lies in your 
hands. You can remain as a flock of sheep. 
or you can lift your craft into the front 
rank of skilled labor. Let. us get together 
and talk the matter over this Summer.

| this day of sharp competition it seems 

almost necessary for the jeweler to look 
about for a side line to partly make up for 
the trade drawn away from his legitimate 
line by dry goods, drug and department 
stores. 

There is quite a number of lines which 
might be mentioned as auxiliary to the 
jewelry trade, but I know of no one better 
adapted than the camera. I congratulate 
the management of THe CrrcuLAR-WEEKLY 
on making choice of such a good subject 
for consideration—one so well suited to 
the jeweler. 

No one is better qualified to handle the 
camera than the jeweler, as he must, to be 
a jeweler, be a mechanic, and being a me- 
chanic he can more readily understand his 
instrument and be able to take it apart, 
explain it to customers, repair when neces- 
sary, etc. The camera, however, is not 
very difficult to understand, and with a lit- 
tle study any jeweler can. in a short time 
take hold intelligently. 

To add this line and make it a success 
I suggest, first: Write to several manu- 
facturers of cameras and kodaks. Ask 
them to send you illustrated catalogues with 
prices, and their pamphlets of instructions. 
Get these together, then put in your spare 





time and evenings for a week reading and 
informing yourself on the subject. Study 
the merits of each make. Get yourself fa- 
miliar with the construction and price as 
After a few days spent in 
this way you will be able to decide. which 
make you can handle to the best advantage. 

Second: Having so decided, write to the 
manufacturers of your them 
what you have decided to do and ask them 
to have their representative call on you 
soon. This, | think, 1s decidedly better 
than sending your first order from cata- 
logue, as he will be interested in your suc- 
cess, and, being an expert, or at least fa- 
miliar with the camera, he can give you 
many points of interest and instruction. He 
will have a sample with him and can show 
you how to take it apart and put it to- 
gether; how to load it and operate it. 

In this way he will do much toward add- 
ing to your already acquired knowledge of 
your new undertaking. He can give you 
better ideas of sizes and styles suited to 
your needs than you would have yourself. 
Then, if you are a good purchaser, you can 
nearly always do better buying from the 
agent than from the catalogue, at least for 
your opening order, both in selection and 
price. “Goods well bought are half sold.”

HE third and last ametropic state with 
which we are called upon to deal is as- 
tigmatism. This word-is also a Greek deriva- 
tion and means the eye lacking a point 
and applies to that state or condition of 
the eyes in which rays light from a 
point will not focus at a point after passing 
in and through the dioptric media. As- 
tigmatism is looked upon by some author- 
ities as being the forerunner of myopia, 
for it will be readily seen how a dependent 
position of the head and the consequent 
congestion which follows will cause the 
internal and external recti muscles to 
cut into the coats of the eye and produce 

an Oval shape corneal body. 
The crystalline lens may be malformed, 
the vitreous humor may become too fluid

retina so that we find that astigmatism is 
divided under two general divisions.

Regular or corneal astigmatism can 
be corrected by means of a convex or con- 
cave cylindrical lens because the curvatures 
of the cornea are perfect, but one meridian 
will describe a greater curvature than the 
one at right angles.

Regular Astigmatism. - 


(1) Simple hyperopic astigmatism is 
that form or variety of regular astigma- 
tism in which rays of light in the vertical 
meridian meet upon the retina, and the 
rays of light in the horizontal meridian 
meet behind the retina, that is, the eye is 
practically hyperopic in one meridian and 
normal in the vertical meridian. This 
with the rule: Place the axis of the cylin- 
der in the vertical normal meridian 
and the convex cylinder which will give 
the best vision will be the cylinder to pre- 
scribe, 

(2.) Compound hyperopic 
combines hyperopic astigmatism in the first 
variety with hyperopia; correct the hyper- 
opic astigmatism first and then add addi- 
tional convex spherical lenses for the addi- 
tional hyperopia. 

(3) Simple myopic astigmatism refers to 
that form of astigmatism in which the rays 
of light from the distance point meet in 
front: of the retina in the vertical meridian 
and upen the retina in the horizontal me-

Mixed astigmatism is that form of 
astigmatism in which the rays light 
may focus, down in the vertical meridian 
in front of the retina, and the rays of light 
in the horizontal meridian focus behind 
the retina. A concave cylinder with its 
axis in the horizontal meridian, combined 
with a convex cylinder with its axis in the 
vertical meridian, will correct the above. 
This combination may be reduced to a 
sphero-cylindrical lens. Take for example 
the following case:

Free Examinations and a Uniform Scale 
of Prices. 


(Paper read by Harry M. Besror, Rochester, N 
Y., before the Meeting of the Optical Society 
of the State of New York, held June 9, 


1908, at Rochester, N. Y.) 

ject, which, I believe, if conscientiously 
carried out, would cement friendly 
optical organization and add greatly toward 
the uplifting of the profession of optometry. 
I refer to a uniform scale price among all 
opticians and a fee for ocular examination. 

Fundamentally each refractionist will 
find that the chief factor in determining his 
success or failure in practice is the sum of 
his own individual qualities—his individual 
worth and power—but the democracy of 
the present time has established a tribunal 
that must also be reckoned upon—the trib 
unal of public opinion, and at no time in 
optical history have we needed a more fa- 
vorable report from this tribunal than we 
do now, when legal recognition of optom- 
etry is the paramount issue with all State 
societies 

In order to accomplish this we must be 
one in object; there must be no conflicting 
practices among those who would be 
united for their common welfare, and I 
know no one thing that has caused 
greater contention among the public at 
large, or more petty ill-feeling between the 
refractionists themselves, than the great 
diversity of prices that has so long held 
among us. I do not for a second 
wish be considered as advocating an 
optical trust, but I know that an 
average between the exorbitant charges of 
some and the non-profitable cuttings of 
others could establish a universal uniform 
ity of prices that would be entirely satisfac- 
tory to both the public and refractionists 

in fact an absolute advantage to both 

This is not a theory but a well proved 
fact Doubtless you all that 
nearly four years ago the Rochester Op 
tical Club inaugurated such a movement, 
and we are greatly pleased to say that it 
has been a highly successful operation ever 
since Besides this, nearly every city in 
the State has copied our scale of prices, 
with the exception of New York and Buf 
falo From a point of view, 
when we consider the uniformity of prices 
among wholesale prescription houses, why 
should we not also be as nearly uniform in 
our prices as possible? Of course, the 
expense of conducting our various places 
of business varies greatly, but where there 
is additional expense there is, as a rule, a 
greater bulk of business, so there should 
be no necessity of increasing prices for 
such localities

the Rochester Optical Club has created 
such harmony among its members as is 
seldom found in an organization of this 
sort; has practically made optical shop- 
ping in Rochester an unknown factor and, 
I believe, has protected the public from 
the exorbitantly high prices which in some 
cases have been made in the past, at the 
same time giving to all a consistently fair 
profit on their goods, taking into full con- 
sideration all average expenses, including 
costs of goods, of doing business, break- 
age, etc. The advantage, then, of a uni- 
form price scale would be the harmony 
created among brother refractionists, the 
doing away with optical shopping, and the 
making of sales with profit to the. refrac- 
tionists combined with protection to the 
patient. 

The only great disadvantage reaily 
worth considering is that, while a uniform 
price is of inestimable value in breakage, 
repairs or in duplicating a _ prescription 
without re-examination, we often feel that 
this price does not adequately compensate 
us for our time and knowledge in cases 
that prove difficult in examination, with a 
neurathenic patient where several extra 
charges are so often necessary, or when 
from our own point of view we feel that 
gradual steps to the full carrection will 
give most satisfactory results. Of course, 
if we could anticipate these conditions and 
prepare our patient for future extra 
charges, all would be well,. but unfortu- 
nately this is not always possible, and many 
times it is our patient who is not willing 
to enter into an arrangement so indefinite. 

The only entirely satisfactory solution 
for such emergencies lies in the charging 
of a suitable fee for our examination over 
and above our charge for glasses, and this 
brings me to the second phase of my sub- 
ject—examination fees. The subject of ex- 
amination fees for. ocular examination has 
been bobbing up all over the country for 
the past few years, and each year converts 
more advocates into its favor. This seems 
an inevitable procedure brought about 
through the evolution of the optical busi- 
ness into professionalism or semi-profes- 
sionalism—and is springing into general 
usage with as rapid strides as that much- 
to-be-desired state. 

That it will be a long and hard fight to 
bring examination fees into’ universal 
usage there is no doubt, for there are hun- 
dreds who still rest rock-founded upon the 
universal delusion that a something for 
nothing will rope in patients and their dol- 
lars, but those who have broken away from 
the hackneyed free examination, report 
that they have profited rather than lost by 
doing so. When one takes into considera- 
tion how greatly a refractionist’s success 
depends upon the refractionist and his 
knowledge of refractive errors and their 
correction, so often only determined upon 
after a complicated and detailed examina- 
tion, he can but concede that a free exam- 
ination not only belittles his ability but 
also is very poor compensation for the 
time and knowledge expended. Then, 
again, we cannot give satisfactory individ 
ual attention to more than a number of 
patients or we must of a necessity neglect 
some of them. 





Free examination must needs bring in 
some who are there merely to satisfy their 
own curiosity or to pass away the time, 
and in* examining such patients we are 
wasting time and energy that had far bet- 
ter be reserved for those of serious inten- 
tion, which class of patients are willing to 
pay for services that warrant payment. 

The greatest argument of those who ad- 
vocate free examinations is that they get 
as large a price for their goods as the re- 
fractionist who charges for his examination. 
Perhaps they do, but are they then giv 
ing the examination free or is it merely a 
deception to give the appearance of so 
doing? This is just where a fee for ex- 
amination proves of greatest advantage, for 
in case of breakage or repairs we do not 
have to resort to an exorbitant price to be 
consistent with our first charge. We can 
charge according to our uniform price 
scale and feel assured that we are not over 
charging our patient and that there is no 
danger of his being able to purchase else 
where for less money. 

In adopting a scale of prices here in 
Rochester we designated it a “Minimum 
Price. List,” leaving it optional with the 
individual members as to how much more 
they might in any particular case add to 
the fixed amount. But through the edu- 
cation of the public by breakage and re- 
pairs, we have found it practically neces- 
sary to make the minimum a uniform 
price and with the greater number of us, 
relying upon our examination fees to 
make up the discrepancy between the 
charges which we feel should have been 
made and those given according to our 
price scale. 

Our price list was adopted in January, 
1901, after several months deliberation and 
the weighing of each item, and was care- 
fully revised last May, so that now we feel 
it offers a perfectly consistent adjustment 
of prices, allowing, as I have previously 
stated, a fair and reasonable profit to the 
refractionist and at the same time protect 
ing the rights of the public. While as yet 
only local in its effect, it would seem that 
if the different State societies were to 
make this an issue, it would soon come 
into universal usage from one end of the 
United States to the other with as decided 
success as it has in its adoption by the 
Rochester Optical Club. 

As to our examination fees our charges 
range from 5 cents to $3, the customary 
charge for ordinary cases being $1. The 
50-cent charge, in usage with one of our 
members, 1 believe is given only in the re- 
examination of a single presbyopic case, 
where very little time or skill is required; 
the $3 charges are made by most of us in 
case of an examination with prescription; 
intermediate charges are made according 
to the difficulty of the case. We nearly all 
begin with a modest little sign, notifying 
our patients that such or such a charge, or 
at any rate a fee, would be charged for ex- 
amination in all cases where glasses were 
not purchased. This proved so satisfac- 
tory that most of us grew bolder, increased 
the size of our signs, gave them a very 
prominent place in ovr offices and cut out 
the provision in regard to the purchasing 
of glasses 

In another year or two I would not be 
surprised to see every refractionist in 
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Rochester charging for examination, and 
then it will only be a matter of who has 
the greatest skill as to who does the busi- 
ness, unless because of the angelic condi 
tion our club has produced, we have a case 
of “You first, my dear Alphonse.” We 
know it is hard to break away from estab 
lished precedent along the line of prices of 
examinations, for we have gone through 
it, but the profession of optometry has 
grown so quickly and is developing so rap 
idly that we are only just beginning to 
steady ourselves from our wabbly-legged 
state. We are now full grown and must 
needs watch every move taken by the 
other fellow in order that he may not beat 
us out. 

The story of that

with “‘Why ain’t you on the inside? Don't 
you know that you are a dead one?” might

A New Text Book For Opticians. 


OPTICAL REFRACTION AND THE SHADOW Test. By 
Freperick A. Bates. With 145 original illus- 
trations. Bound in cloth. 205 pp., octavo. Price, 
$2.50, postage prepaid. Published by the Frederick 
Boger Pub. Co., New York. 


HIS book is an optometrical work 
written purely for and by an opto- 
metrician. This fact in itself should in- 
sure its cordial reception. Heretofore we 
have been obliged to resort to text books 
such as those written by medical men, as 
Tiffany, Valk, Hartridge, Thorington and 
Tscherning. 

These books, though admirable, especially 
the two latter, have, nevertheless, incor- 
porated in their texts much that must be 
classed as medical rather than optical, or, 
in other words, by nature of their educa- 
tion, these men were not fitted to appreci- 
ate and supply the requirements of the 
optometrician; and while not questioning 
their abilities nor the sincerity of their 
desires to disseminate useful knowledge, 
one cannot conclude otherwise than that 
Mr. Bates has brought forth a book that 
supersedes all these in practical usefulness 
to the refractionist. The training of the 
author alone, all other conditions being 
equal, should enable him to produce better 
specific results. 

The book is not complete. Its author 
did not intend that it should be in the usu- 
ally accepted sense, 1. e., complete inasmuch 
as it embraced every branch of the subject 
of optometry. It excludes in their entirety 
the subjective methods in addition to many 
branches usually treated in such works. 


But in the other cases all branches were 
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treated and many received only superficial 
consideration. Mr. Bates’s book is therefore, 
strictly speaking, more complete than the 
others, because that which he has touched 
upon has been treated thoroughly and in 
a masterly way. 

Some slight errors are to be found; a 
beam is confused with a pencil of light in 
the face of his own definitions of the two 
points in question; he speaks of an eleva- 
tion, as a plane, and conveys a misleading 
idea about the sensation of blackness. 
We mention these to show, after saying er 
rors exist, how insignificant they are and 
how fruitless has ‘been our search for 
faults. The illustrations are a prominent 
feature and deserve the highest praise. We 
have not had the good fortune to see any 
which surpass them. The glossary which 
precedes the index of subjects at the end 
of the book is another important feature 
and one which will prove to be of especial 
advantage to the student of optics. This 
glossary includes all the technical terms 
used in the work, together with others in 
frequent use in optical literature. 

It has been intimated that the book is 
limited in its scope—it is, yet no doubt it 
has accomplished all its author intended 
for it, but it will soon be improved upon by 
contemporaries. Mr. Bates, asa pioneer, has 
opened a way long sought after and we 
may now look forward into the near future 
for books written by optometricians which 
will be our standard works.

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PROBLEMS OF THE WATCHMAKER’S BENCH.

Repairing of American Watches. 


(Continued from issue of June 17.) 
Various Roller Jewels.—The segmental 
roller jewel, generally used in all Ameri- 
can watches, has now been fully described 
and its working clearly illustrated. We 
also have explained and given the practical 


Fic 


methods of fastening or straightening it, 
but before proceeding to the examination 
of another part of the escapement, it will be 
useful to thoroughly exhaust the discussion 
of the roller jewel, and explain and show 
why the previously described segmental rol- 
ler jewels are the best. We will thus have 
occasion to refer to Heinrich’s Horologica, 
in which mention is made of the faults of 
the other kinds of roller jewels. 

Assuming that the knowledge acquired 
from the previous illustrations will allow 
us to dispense with drawing all the devices 
over again, we have now shown only the 
roller jewel and the slot of the fork, and 
in such positions where their peculiarities 
can be most prominently observed. In A, 
Fig. 13, is illustrated a segmental roller 
jewel and the slot of the fork in the po- 
sition in which the jewel, coming from a di- 
rection indicated by the arrow, begins the 
unlocking. 

The part of the pin which is not marked 
by section lines in the drawing is cut away, 
and the limit of the arc, which is described 
by its face, is indicated by the curved, 
dotted line k. This line k steers clear of 
the horn of the fork. It is that described 
by the ruby pin in American watches 








which are placed in the correct position, 
and have already been shown on other oc- 
casions. It was again reproduced in this 
figure simply to show more clearly the 
contrast between the various other roller 
jewels. 

Round Roller Jewel.—Next to the device 
A, is B, with the rownd rcller jewel, the 


diameter of the jewel being the same as 
that of the segmental. In order to make 
this round roller jewel enter the notch the 
banking pins have to be opened more, in 
order to give it a free passage. The open- 
ing in figure B has been increased by one 
degree. We have there six instead of five 
degrees as in A, and still this is not suffi- 
cient, as the dotted line k shows that the 
roller jewel passes very closely to the horn. 
In order to prevent any possible stopping 
by friction when the fork does not rest 
tightly against the banking pin, safety re- 
quires that the latter be opened still more, 
as shown in C, Fig. 13. 

The passage between the limit curve k 
of the jewel and the horn is not very great 
and yet the banking pins were opened so 
much as to cause the fork to describe an 
angle of six and one-half degrees to each 
side, instead of only five degrees. The 
locking has consequently been increased 
one and one-half degrees, so that, instead 
of the theoretical correct one and one-half 
degrees, it requires three degrees of lock- 
ing for the round roller jewel, which is bad. 

Heinrich further said that the round 
jewel pin prevents the fork from communi- 
cating its force at the desired angle; it 





S 


pushes the balance away from the fork 
and creates a great friction upon the pivots 
and roller jewel itself. In the oscillations 
of the fork from right to left, and, vice 
versa, when in a vertical position, it will 
alternately cause the balance to move up- 
ward and downward in its bearings. This 
is clearly explained by the illustrations C, 
D, Fig. 13. 

When we hold the illustration upright be 
fore us, we get an idea how the roller and 
the fork work in a watch when suspended ; 
that is, when the watch is in a vertical po 
sition. The roller jewel, when landing in 
the slot C, does not act on it with its per- 
pendicular diameter, as in A, but is struck 
below this diameter, and, when advancing 
in the direction indicated by the arrow, it 
squeezes itself in the slot as if entering 
from the top, while that of the device A 
pushes from the side. This causes increased 
friction and the upward push of the bal- 
ance of which Heinrich spoke. 

This friction is truly not of long dura- 
tion, for the acting diameter will soon be 
reached, and at that moment when there is 
no more upward push, the balance arbor 
pivots will again drop to the lower side of 
the jewel holes. This occurs when, during 
the impulse, the center line a b of the fork 
and the center line c e, of the roller, meet 
in the line of centers c d. 

At this point the fork gives its greatest 
impulse to the roller pin, but at the end of 
the impulse shown in D it again lifts the 
balance upward, so that at each vibration 
the balance arbor pivots are twice pushed 
up and down in their respective bearings. 
Such irregularities in a device do not com- 
mend the round roller jewel and conse- 
quently if we aim at perfection it should 
never be used. If we have to replace a 
broken round roller jewel, it is better to 
fit a segmental in its place. Never fit a 
round one in an American watch 


A Watch Over Two Hundred Years Old.

The preceding case is not the only one 
where the fixedness of the beak of the rack

butt against the beak p and stop, as before, 
the running of the train. 

The push piece T (Fig. 8), adjusted

A Useful Tool for Watchmakers. 


VERY practical tool for watch- 
makers, illustrated herewith in full 
size, has lately been placed on the market. 
It is patented and in great demand in 
Europe, where it is considered very useful. 
It will also be highly appreciated by every 
watch repairer in this country who wants 
to prevent part of a watch from being 
marred by the rough jaws of the ordinary 
bench or hand vise. 

The “uniclamp” seen in the illustration 
contains four different parts of a watch. 
Of course they are never all used at the 
same time, but they are there merely to

show some of the purposes for which the 
tool can be used. If not often, we are at 
least once in a while obliged to repair 
Swiss watches. How are we accustomed 
to hold a cannon pinion if its hole needs to 
be broached? We simply hold it be- 
tween the fingers for fear we might mar 
or flatten it if we fastened it in the bench 
vise. And how would we treat the little 
minute wheel? Exactly in the same man- 
ner. 

Now everyone knows that this is not an 
easy job and that the delicate skin of the 
fingers is often scratched and cut by the 
fine teeth. It is therefore a boon to have 
a little nickeled steel tool, lined inside 
with lead, which will hold those small ar- 
ticles for the operator without injuring them 
in any way. If a winding wheel or a ratchet 
needs to be broached or a square hole filed 
in it, you will find a true friend in the 
uniclamp. 

Not the least valuable is the tool for the 
handling of crowns. If one tried, for in- 
stance, to unscrew a crown from a stem by 
a bench or a hand vise, it could hardly 
be done without leaving marks on the 
crown, thus making a new watch look 
like a second-hand one. With the new tool 
the articles to be treated are simply 
pressed in the clamp and then the screw is 








tightened. The tool, which was introduced 
by a large Chicago firm, is sold by every 
material dealer for 75 cents. 





Care of the Public Clocks of Paris. 


(Translated for THe JeweLers’ CrrcuLAR-WEEKLY 
from the Revue Internationale de l’'Horlogerie.) 
HERE is a class of people who can 
never keep the time for an appoint- 
ment. The railway companies have sought 
to prevent such persons from missing their 
trains by putting the clocks at the stations 
five minutes ahead of time; that is, on the 
side seen from the cities. It does no good. 
At Paris these inveterate delinquents claim 
that, on account of the distance, they have 
a right to the leeway of a quarter of an 
hour, according to usage, for reaching a 
rendezvous. 

However, it is not the clocks which are 
at fault, if they are well regulated. They 
ought to give the Paris time uniformly, ac- 
cording to the Observatory. The munici- 
pality does not spare any pains to obtain 
this uniformity of time, and the winding of 
the Parisian clocks does not cost less than 
60,000 francs a year. 

The allotment is made for three years in 
three divisions: the rewinding of the clocks 
of the communal schools; those of the pub 
lic clocks in the offices of the City Hall 
and its annexes, and in those of the 20 
mayoralties of Paris, and, finally, a third 
allotment, the most costly, since it exceeds

40,000 francs, gives the exclusive right to 
a Paris clockmaker to wind all the clocks 
which decorate the facades of the Paris 
monuments. 

These different allotments will take 
place in January next. The first two, which 
are designed for the smaller clockmakers, 
who have no need of very high mechanical 
attainments, cause great competition. 


New Office of the Alarm Clock. 





INCE every girl must have her beau, 
and the cook is no exception, the po- 
lice records will continue to show in- 
stances where the cook’s company is re- 
sponsible for numerous losses of articles 
belonging to the people of the house, says 
the Philadelphia Ledger. A Washington, 
D. C., inventor would prevent thefts of 
this class by sending the girl home to 
sleep, putting his newly invented time lock 
on the door to admit her at the proper 
time in the morning without the necessity 
of some occupant of the house rising to 
open the door. 

This time lock is nothing more nor less 
than an ordinary alarm clock adapted for 
this purpose by supplying it with the nec- 
essary attachments. These consist of a 
gear segment, secured to a rock shaft for 














drawing the bolt, and a small gear wheel 
meshed with the segment and attached to 
the projecting end of a pinion within the 
clock. A slotted bracket fastened to the 
face of the clock receives the handle or bell 
support of the clock, and the latter, being 
wound and set to ring at the desired hour, 
is placed in position to throw the bolt and 
sound the alarm to notify the household 
that the door to which it is attached has 
been unlocked. By the revolution of the 
small gear wheel the segment is moved 
through its are to either turn a key in the 
lock or release the bolt so that it may be 
thrown by means of a key from the out- 
side. 





Automatic Electric Timer "Invented by 
a Yale Student. 


A NEW electrically regulating stop 

watch for use in timing track run- 
ners has been invented by J. T. Roberts, 
Yale College, New Haven, Conn., 1905. 
In many ways it is similar to some of the 
automatic arrangements which have from 
time to time been tried for this purpose. 
The invention of Mr. Roberts is consid- 
ered by Michael Murphy, the trainer, to 
be the best of the kind he has seen. 

The watch is connected with an electric 
current, the power for which is obtained 
from dry batteries, and it works automat- 
ically. At the starting point is an ar- 
rangement connected with the wires run- 
ning to the watch, and when the runner 
makes a start the current is closed and the 
watch starts. In the same manner there 
is a connection between the tape and the 
watch, which, upon being struck by the 
runner, opens the current and stops the 
watch. 


Decorative Clocks Again the Fadjin England. 


IGNS are beginning to be manifest 
that the clock is to be an item of 
much greater decorative importance than 
it has been during the past generation or 
so, when its utilitarian purpose rather than 
its decorative possibilities have been the 
case, as may be seen in the state apart- 
ments at Windsor Castle, or in the Wal- 
lace collection, and in many other direc- 
tions where artistic taste and rich and 
beautiful substances have been united to 
render the timepieces of bygone days 
among the most covetable of collectors’ 
treasures. 

There is no lack of good models to fol- 
low as soon as public taste demands the 
same improvements in its clocks as it has 
done in its silverware or furniture of the 
past decade or so, and in view of coming 
developments the Goldsmiths and Silver- 
smiths’ Co., London, have added to 
their already extensive premises a spacious 
gallery in which to display side by side 
examples from all schools of clockmaking. 

The typical English clock is set in wood, 
and may range from the daintiest framing 
after Sheraton or Chippendale, with deli- 
cate inlaying for boudoir or drawing room, 
to the handsome timepiece for the hall in 
substantial carved oak or mahogany with 
mountings of brass, or the massive tall 
“grandfather” variety, of which the dial 
plate is often beautifully ornamented.—

QueEsTION No. 488—Mending _ Ivory 
Figures.—/ have some antique ivory figures, 
partly broken, and also covered with numer- 
ous black cracks. Can you tell me how I 
can restore them? M, S. 

ANSWER :—We would begin by first wash- 
ing the pieces with warm water and soap, 
in order to remove the dust, and cleaning 
as much as possible the black cracks, which 
cannot, however, be removed _ entirely. 
Many antique pieces of sculpture in ivory 
may be seen which, although tolerably 
white, are, at the same time, defaced by 
numerous cracks. If the ivory has become 
discolored, it may be brushed with pumice 
stone, calcined and diluted, and, while still 
wet, placed under glass. It should be daily 
exposed to the action of the sun and turned 
from time to time, so that it will be equally 
bleached throughout. A cement to repair 
the broken parts is made by dissolving one 
part of isinglass and two of white glue in 
30 parts of water. Strain and evaporate 
to six parts. Lastly is added one-thirtieth 
part of gum mastic dissolved in one-half 
part of alcohol and one part of zinc white. 
When the solution is required for use, it is 
warmed and shaken up. The polishing is done 
by rubbing it first with fine glass paper; 
secondly, with a piece of wet linen cloth 
dipped in fine powdered pumice stone, and, 
lastly, with washed chalk or fine whiting, 
applied by a piece of cloth dipped in soap- 
suds. Each time when a different polishing 
medium is used, every particle of the 
coarser material, previously applied, should 
be carefully removed. 


Question No. 489.—Minute Hand.— 
Should the weight of the minute hand on 
a regulator make the power less in the es- 
capement while it is on its way from VI. 
to XII.? My reason for asking this ques- 
tion is that my regulator beats very lightly 
while the minute hand is going upward. 
This will last for 10 or 15 seconds once or 
wice in a minute or so, which makes a 
difference of %& of an inch in the sweep of 
the pendulum. Can this clock keep cor- 
rect time in this condition? Ci-8. 

ANSWER :—If the regulator shows irreg- 
ularities such as you describe, they are very 
likely caused by the weight of the minute 
hand. To obviate this, make a tail at the 
hand and poise it carefully, just as you do 
with a balance or with the lever of a watch. 
Secondly, make the minute hand as light 
as possible. If yours is a plain hand, file 
some ornaments and drill some holes in it, 
or make one of aluminum. The hour hand 
is of lesser influence, still it is advisable to 
make it light also. Do not forget to as- 
certain whether the cannon pinion is satis- 
factorily friction tight. 

Question No. 490.—Cannon Pinion.— 
What is a good way to increase the fric- 
tion of a loose center arbor, such as is 
used in the perforated Swiss pinions?

ANSWER :—There are several ways of do- 
ing this, as, for instance, to put a hair of 
the brush between the center pinion and the

some artisans roll the center arbor between 


center arbor, which is a bad method. 


two coarse files, in order to create rough 
ness upon it. Others put the center arbor 
in a pin vise, and rolling it upon the filing 
block, cut a thread on it with the edge of a 
burnish file. These two last methods are not 
entirely bad, neither are they strictly com- 
mendable. It can be observed in almost all 
new Swiss watches that the center arbor 
turns quite freely in the center pinion, and

in order to make the friction satisfactory, 
the cannon pinion, which should fit tightly 
upon the arbor, can be increased by holding 
the lower end of the arbor upon an anvil 
and striking one or more blows upon a 
drilled punch in which the upper end of the 
arbor enters and which rests upon the can- 
non pinion. The friction, instead of being 
inside of the center pinion, will be between 
the center cup and the lower pivot on one 
side and the cannon pinion and the upper 
pivot on the other side. This idea pre- 
vails also in all Howard watch movements 
with hollow center pinions which are well 
known to the American watch repairer. 
The arbor of solid center pinions is some- 
times punched with a pointed punch. One 
single mark is generally sufficient to pro- 
cure the desired friction, and, if applied in 
the right place, will also prevent the pin- 
ion from turning loose again. This method 
is, however, hardly applicable to American 
watches, because their arbors are very hard, 
and the pointed punch would certainly not 
have much effect upon them and would soon 
be worn out. It would not be advisable to 
anneal these arbors in order to punch them, 
because we have other means of correcting 
the friction of a cannon pinion of the va- 
rious makes of American watch movements, 
without having to resort to the annealing 
of a finely finished and hardened center ar- 
bor. As the question is not asked about the 
friction of these kinds of movements, we 
will confine ourselves to the Swiss watches. 
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Many watchmakers prefer to point the loose 
arbor so as to make the friction inside of 
the drilled center pinion. This method was 
recommended by several

As it is not 
easy to punch a point in an arbor by free 
hand, the pointer illustrated herewith and 
devised by Mr. Galow may be used. The 
complete tool is shown in full size on the 
left, and the pointing part is shown in en- 
larged size on the right. It consists of a 
brass tube, r, a hardened and pointed steel 
wire (punch), W, which fits in the tube, r. 
The steel punch carries a knob, k. 3e- 
tween this knob and the tube are spiral 
springs, s, whose purpose can easily be seen 
In order that this spring will not draw the 
punch too far back, a recess or groove is 
turned in the punch at b, like that of the 
stém of hunting watch cases, and is held 
by a screw b. Another small groove is made 
at ¢, in a straight line, and exactly over the 
center of the punch. This latter groove must 
not be made very deep, or else a thin arbor 
would have play underneath it and thus 
could not be punched correctly. This tool 
is so simple that it needs no further ex- 
planation. 

Question No. 491.—Enameling.—/ would 
be thankful if you would inform me why 
enamel on gold and silver remains on the 
metal, and, when used on brass, chips or 
flies out while cooling. C. K. G. 

ANSWER:—Some metals are more suita- 
ble for enameling than others. Gold is the 
best and copper and silver come next. Plat- 
inum is not desirable, nor is nickel. Iron is 
fairly good. If copper be used, it should be 
very pure, so as not to melt easily, and 
so that, well rolled, it will not exhibit 
any blisters when raised to a full, red heat. 
The fact that some metals to which cate- 
gory brass belongs do not take enamel 
well is attributed to impurities in the metal 
and to air in their pores, which, upon be- 
ing heated, is liberated and forms bh- 
bles. The metals on which enameling is 
done should have sufficient stiffness and 
strength so as not to warp. 

Question No. 492.—To Remove Rust. 
Kindly give me a good receipt for removing 
rust from alarm clocks without rubbing off 
the nickel, B. M. K. 

ANSWER :—Rust may be removed by im 
mersing the article in kerosene oil for a few 
days. The rust will become so much loos 
ened that it may be easily rubbed off. By 
this simple method your alarm clocks, and 
also badly rusted knives and forks, may be 
made to present a tolerable appearance, but 
for new goods there is no way to remove 
rust except by getting below it, or re- 
newing the surface. Where it is not deep 
seated, emery paper will do, but if it 
is of long standing the goods must be re- 
finished. 





A good flux for spelter solder is borax, 
which can be used either separately or 
mixed by rubbing to a cream, or mixed 
with the solder in a little water.

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The German Jewelry Trade.*

HERE are other large and important 
houses in Pforzheim which, were one 
describing all the premier jewelry-manufac- 
turing establishments, could not be left out 
of account. For instance, Burkhardt & Co., 
whose artistic manufactures have a world- 
wide reputation, and many others. ‘The ob- 
ject of my visit, however, was not so much 
to describe the various factories, but, after a 
tour of inspection, to take one or two houses 
in each branch as representative of the Ger- 
man jewelry industry. In a survey such as 
I am making it must be recognized, there- 
fore, that I have, and am, taking individual 
firms as demonstrating the generalizations 

which from time to time I make. 

I have already mentioned the fact that 
there are a number of comparatively small 
establishments in Pforzheim, but while 
many of them are producing objects for the 
million, there are others who are helping to 
keep up, and, indeed, to more firmly estab- 
lish for Pforzheim a reputation for fine and 
high-class goldware. Perhaps one could 
not do better than mention as an example 
the leader among artistic jewelry manufac- 
turers, Wilhelm Stdffler, who not only takes 
a prominent part in assisting his fellow 
manufacturers, so far as extension of trade, 
opening of new markets, keeping a watchful 
eye upon those desirous of doing business 
with the Southern German jewelry manufac- 
turers, or of obtaining credit, by means of 
the Creditoren-Verein (of which, by the way, 
he was the original founder), but who also 
takes a very great part in the artistic edu- 
cation of the younger members of the indus- 
try, as is to be seen by the interest he takes 
in the “Kunst-Gwerbe Schule.” 

Privileged to know him as a friend, both 
Mr. StOffler and his son-in-law, Mr. Gott- 
mann, were of considerable assistance to me 
during my visit to Pforzheim, and one could 
not help feeling that there was a great deal 
of the disinterested craftsman, wholly taken 
up in the work of his industry, about Mr. 
Stéffler. No matter what I wanted to know 
concerning what for want of a_ better 
phrase I must term my compatriot competi- 
tors, he was always willing to give assist- 
ance, while his son-in-law, who, by the way, 
had spent some years in the Argentine Re- 
public, was good enough on many occasions 
to act as interpreter and guide. I men- 
tion this because it is an example of an Old 
World courtesy and disinterestedness of 
action, which a good many people would not 
couple with the actions of a German manu- 
facturer, and I must say to the credit of 
the manufacturers of Pforzheim, that they 
exhibited a spirit of helpfulness, not only to 
the foreigner who had come among them, 
but of disinterestedness in helping that for- 
eigner with introductions to others who 
were keenly competing with them. 

Wilhelm Stéffler is what one might term 
an artist manufacturer, and he stands out 
among those who have small workshops as 
an art-craftsman of no small ability, pro- 
ducing objects in goldware solely by hand

means. But there are others—the produc- 
tions of Theo. Fahrner, Louis Kuppenheim 
and F. Zerennden are all indications of 
that craftsman-like spirit which pervades the 
smaller establishments. When I come to 
deal with the work of the “Kunst-Gwerbe 
Schule,” in connection with technical educa- 
tion, I shall then be further able to demon- 
strate more forcibly why Pforzheim is what 
it is. 

A word or two concerning the Creditoren- 
Verein will not be out of place. Originally 
founded some nine years since by Mr. Stof- 
fler, it is established in the lower part of a 
great house in the Lindenstrasse, be 
queathed by Mrs. Emma Jager, while the 
Bourgermaster is allotted suites of rooms 
in the upper part of the house. There are 
something like 600 members connected with 
the organization, these being located in 
Pforzheim, Hanau-on-Main and Schabisch- 
Gmund. Information concerning about 
12,000 people concerned in the wholesale 
watchmaking, silver and jewelry trade is 
most carefully tabulated in the great files of 
the verein. 

As indicative of the business which Pforz- 
heim does, I give the following figures for 
the years 1890 and 1900, so that some idea 
as to the increase which Pforzheim has 
made in her output and business during 
these 10 years may be realized:

This makes the total for 1890, 36,092,000 
marks, and the total for 1900, 66,400,000 
marks, 

I noticed in a recent report of a speech 
made by S. O. Bigney an American manu- 
facturer, and an advocate of protection, that 
he asserted protection was the means of 
keeping up wages, and that without protec- 
tion it would be impossible to compete with 
a poorly paid German. It is not for the 
moment necessary to enter into an argument 
on free trade or protection, but it is a note- 
worthy fact, however, that while the number 
of goldsmiths in Pforzheim has increased 
between the years 1896 and 1900 from 
15,152 to 18,531, that very appreciable in- 
creases in wages have been made. Now 
mounters are receiving 12% per cent. more, 
ngravers 24% per cent. more, chainmakers, 
col“smiths and stampers 20 per cent. more, 
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while female apprentices are paid 23 per 
cent. more than hitherto and female polish 
ers 16% per cent., so that America, with her 
protective tariff of 60 per cent. is no longer 
fighting comparatively poorly paid German 
jewelry workers, but those who have very 
materially bettered their positions; more- 
over, I can say from inquiries made among 
the work people, and into their methods of 
living and their home life, that their stand- 
ard of living is by no means so low as some 
would make out. As a matter of fact, their 
real wages are greater than their nominal 
wages.

Extrinsic and Intrinsic Value. 


66 THE little value of gold in a bit of 

jewelry is what causes the greatest 
trouble to jewelers. Not the labor, but just 
the gold, is the arbiter of its value to the 
owner of a broken piece of jewelry 

“The same damage done to anything else 
that one wears, would consign it to the 
trash basket. More time is wasted over 
such jobs than the whole article is worth, 
and no operation is productive of more ill 
feeling between wearers and merchant jew- 
elers. That evil is transferred further be- 
tween the merchant jeweler and the manu- 
facturer or the repairer. More differences 
have been provoked by repair jobs in one 
month than by regular merchandising in 
many years; and as to correspondence about 
them—well, that seems ever with us, and 
never to leave us. 

“‘Oh,’ says the wearer to the merchant 
jeweler, and ‘oh,’ says the merchant jeweler 
to the manufacturer, ‘but that article cost 
X Y Z dollars when I bought it. Now you 
say it is worth only Y dollars as old gold 
What enormous profits you must make!’ 

“*Tust so,’ says the jeweler, and—let him 
put it diplomatically—‘when you buy statu- 
ary do you buy it by the ton of marble 
or by the pound of bronze? And when a 
figure is knocked over and smashed beyond 
repair, what are the scraps of marble or 
bronze worth to the artist or the dealer? 
When your kitchen range has been burned 
out and is replaced by a new one, what do 
you get for the metal in the old range?’” 

Thus spake an old manufacturing jeweler 
to a JEWELERS’ CrRCULAR-WEEKLY reporter, 
as he turned to the reporter after delibera- 
tion upon some complexities which prompt- 
ed this outburst and he closed with 
this peroration: “Verily, there is a vast 
distinction to be made between the intrinsic 
and the extrinsic in old jewelry, the extrin- 
sic represented by the use thereof which the 
wearer has enjoyed.” 

The purchaser of goods under an express 
warranty is not precluded from a recovery 
for a breach of the warranty by his failure 
to offer to return the goods. (77 N. Y. S 
Rep. 792.) 

A consignee of goods employed an ex 
press company to cart ,the goods to his 
place of business, and its agent at the de- 
pot looked at the box containing the goods, 
and signed a “clear” receipt, making no 
complaint, and the court held that this did 
not prevent the consignee from showing 
that the goods were wet, and recovering 
from the carrier for the damage. (52 Atl 


Rep. 610.)
